DeWlit Cuyler, 
i hairiiian of ilic A!:80ciatlon of Rail- 
way Kxecuilves. announced Thursday 
nighl after a lonferenee with Presi- 
dent Harding. 

Mr. Cuyler added, however, that "no 
definite basis" for atrike settlement 
was ready to be placed before the 
meeting. His conference with tho 
I'resident last nlylit. lie . aid, had been 
devoted to a general survey of the 
situation. 

While Mr. Cuyler was positive In 
his statement that tho basis for pro- 
posed settlement of the sttike had not 
been definitely drawn up. earlier re- 
ports iiKiicaleil ibat at least a tenta- 
tive plan had resulted from the con- 
ferencea held during the day between 
President Harding and leaders of the 
various railroad labor groups. 

President Harding has made no 
^jiedfic request to the railroad execu- 
tives, Mr. Cuylor said, when asked If 
the question of seniority rights had 
been brought forward at the confer-

Man Who Killed 3Irs. Anna Faller at 
ClnclnnaU Last Week Was For Tean 
A Beeident of Bmeken County. 

The Rracken County Review says: 

Harry "Dink" Hamilton, fifty-two, 
son of the late Jos. Hamilton formerly 
of this county and Mrs. Fannie Hamil- 
ton, who resides on Pearl street, in 
Cincinnati, sliot and killed Mrs. Anna 
Faller .aged thirty-eight, last Thurs- 
day nigiu witii whom he boarded a 
short time ago. 

The shooting occurred at Fifth and 
Culvert streets, a short distance from 
her home. 

.Mrs, Fuller's refusal to marry him 
Is said to have caused the shooting 
shortly after she started out tor a 
walk that evening.

"God bless my boy; please be good 
to him," she cr'.ed as she attempted to 
kiss her sous face, then lost con- 
sciousness. 

Hamilton ran and waa felled with a 
brick, thrown by R. T. Lyklns, former 
soldier, who held him until the police 
arrived.

WEEKLY CROP REVIEW. 

A Fumniary of the weather and crop 
riMHlitions In Kentucky tor the week 
ending July 26, 19SS, follows: 

The temperature during the week 
average near normal, but the nights 
wore quite tool. Good rains In the 
siMitliorn western couniien furn- 

ished BUlhcient moisture; but there 
was a deficiency In the northeastern 
district, where only scattered showers 
occurred. Corn made satisfactory 
progress and Its conditiim is i xcellent 
n the southern and western districts. 

I is f:ilr to good In tlie northeastern 
Oct ion, but is "firing" in places on 

hillside land. Corn, pastures and ail 
oilier cro;is need rain badly in the 
(king Valley, the ronlr.Ti hluecrass 
ro'^ion, and tho extreme northeastern 
counties. Early corn Is earing well 
generally. There was some damage to 
hay by rain near the beginning of tlio 
«ook: I'Ut in the main llie weather 
".IS favorable for liay liiirvest, wliioh 
was completed. The week was favor- 
iblo for thrashing wheat, which Is 
nearing completion. Thrashing oats is 
n progress; with poor yields in most 
distrirls. Kxcept for considerable 
nist in certain localities in the west- 
ern counties, early tobacco is priior- 
illy excellent and far advanced for 
this time In the season. Most of it has 
been topped, and the soli moisture Is 
siiflieieiit for proper spreadlUL' except 

II ilio iiortliern hurley district where 
there Is complaint of "firing." Late 
tobacco is generally doing well, but is 
uneven in size. It needs rain In the 
northern counties. Pastures, gardens, 
clover and alfalfa continued to make 

ilisfactnrv trowtli In all of the state 
e\co)ii ilie ilry northeast, where their 
condition Is only fair.
